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Changing the Desktop Context Menu 



Let's add commands to the desktop context menu so that we can bring up an 
OS/2 window simply by clicking right on the desktop and typing the number 2 
(for OS/2...)- First we will add a new item "Command Prompts" and then we 
will cascade off with "0S/~2 Window" and "Dos Full Screen". 

Click right on the desktop and open the settings. Under Menu Available 
menus select Create another...". In the Menu Settings dialog specify 
"Command Prompts and select Cascade menu. The results are shown below.

Open OS/2 System Command Prompts and drag "Dos Full Screen" and "OS/2 
Window" into the Actions on menu: "Command Prompts list:

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Now select OS/2 Window" in Actions on menu: "Command Prompts and push 
the Settings... button for Actions on menu. . Put a tilde (a " ~ " ) 

ust before the 2 of OS/2 in Menu Item Name. The result will be that the 
2 becomes a mnemonic and if you click right on the desktop and type "2" you 
will bring up an OS/2 window. Close Desktop - Settings and test. 
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
